Ideas, however philosophic, uttere I hy her, never fall 


| coldly from the intellect, but are alwaya enwrapped 


in the rich warm foldings of the heart. They are, in 


ifaet. no longer gdeas merely, but ideas ylowing with 


the light of love. It has been said of her writings, 
they are ALL “songs of the affections.” This is what 
we understend by the expression with which we have 
started; not simply emotional power, but intellect by 
it encompassed, penetrated, vivified. It may find its 
objects in outward nature, in deeds involving the hero- 
ivm of the heart, in social and domestic hfe, in the be- 
nevolent and religious aflections. Where this ele- 
ment in the female character is wanting, or where it 
follows with a laggard pace the rapid movements of 
the intellect, so that talent, a high degree of mental 
power, is the predominating idea, the full tribute of 
acquieseing regard is withheld. Not so when the case 
is reversed. ‘The laurel wreath sits well upon the 
calm, philosophic brow, albeit he who wears it has 
grown pale with patient thought, and finds even in 
the realins of pure intellect his highest delight. His 
mind, a storehouse of strength, may bring out its 
treasures of thought, the ripened fruits of its pro- 
longed meditations, and others will pay their tribute 
of reverence to the mind greater than their own. 
Thought, wisdom, philosophy, in the stronger sex, sat- 
isfy. Others are fed from its fulness, aud are refresh- 
ed. But when a woman's voice is beard in the great 
world of mind, a different standard of judgment ap- 
pears. In her, when the power of thought finds ex- 
pression, we require that it be begirt with a gentler 
clement,--that it be enveloped in sentiment, that it 
be living with emotion. ‘To the female mind is searce- 
ly accorded the privilege of approaching other minds 
to a great extent through the medium of the under- 
standing.

As a contrast to this state of things in this 
age of anti-monopoly, it may be entertaining to cite a 
passage descriptive of the former relative value, in 
‘the good old times,” of commercial property connect- 
ed with the East India Company's service and trade. 
: The voyage Was tedious even in those day 5, whea 
a great monopoly prevailed, and economy in time was 
of litte consequence. The charge for freight in an 
ast Indiaman then raged as high as forty pounds 
sterling per ton, and upwards. The same freight 
now ranges as low as forty shillings. In lke manner 
the erew of an Indiaman varied from a minimum of 
126 upto ls0 men. That of the Duke of Montrose 
was 145: whilst a little more than athird of that num- 
ber would now be deemed adequate. The armament 
of the company’s ships used to be on the same scale, 
each carrying trom twenty-six to thirty-six guns, and 
in time of war sometimes snece asfully beating off, or 
Many of the captains, 
such as the Elphinstones, Lindsays, Ramsave, and 
Prenches, were the younger sons of nobility. Some 
of them were baronets, most of them were ether con- 
nected with the landed aristocracy or the great mer- 
chants, and all of them frequently indulged in expen- 
sive habits, which rendered them rather objects of 
jealousy to the juniorsin the royal navy, who had not 
the same means of acquiring fortune. These matters 
are ali so much changed since the alteration of the 
company’s charter in 1314, and the complete over- 
throw of the monopoly in 15834, that this notice of a 
eplendid service now extinct may neither be wholly 
useless nor uninteresting.’—pp. 46, 47. ; 
In the Montrose, Mr. James Haldane took four 
voyages ; and such, it seems, was his ability, as a sea- 
man and an officer, that the ship was placed, substan- 
tiallv, under his command. There are some most in- 
teresting anecdotes related of him, during this period 
of bis lite, including several most singularly providen- 
tial deliverances trom tnminent danger, or, as our 
yreat poet would have described them, “ hair-breadth 
" Meiation, in avery proper spirit, is made 
also, of a duel into which, as regards his adversary, he 
was most unjustifiably provoked. In connection with 
circumstances ot this nature, some other imeidents in 
his atier life are alluded to, with pertinence and effect, 
as turnishing a just representation of the character 
which he had by nature, but which was changed by 
grace.” Having, in July, 1793, been appointed com- 
mander of the Melville Castle, bound to Madras and 
Caleutta, he married, im September of that year, the 
only child of Major Alexander Joass, of Culleonard, 
by Eligabeth Abercromby, second daughter of George 
Abercromby, Esq, of Tullibody, county of Clackman- 
nan. By this alliance he became related to the dis- 
tinguished Scotch family of Abercromby, with whom 
he and his family had been before intunately acquaint- 
ed; and Sir Ralph Abercromby wrote to the father 
of the bride a most affectionate congratulatory letter 
on the occasion of the marriage. 

The ship, which was destined to sail in December, 
was by various circumstances and latterly, by long- 
continaed contrary winds, detained at Portsmouth, 
with the rest of the East India Company's fleet, until 
May, 1794. “ Upon these contingencies was suspend- 
ed the future history of Captain Haldane’s life.” But 
before we touch on the events ot this history, it would 
he absolute injustice to omita distinct reference to the 
fact of his having been, almost singly, instrumental in 
the suppression of a desperate mutiny on board the 
ast India Company's ship Dutton. A lieutenant, 
with a bodt's crew from one of H. M. ships, had felt it 
prudent to leave the mutineer Indiaman, which they 
had boarded with the hope of quelling the disturb- 
ance. Captain Haldane now came to the point of 
danger, and of his conduct there we have this charac- 
teristic and graphic scene: 

“It bas been said that the mutineers threatened to 
carry the ship.into a French port, but at this moment 
far more serious apprehension was telt lest the men 
[should gain access to the ship's gunpowder, and mad- 
ly end the strife by their own death and that of all 
on board. One of the two medical men on board had 
serious thoughts of throwing himself into the water to 
escape the risk. It was at this critical moment, that 
Captain Hgidane, of the Melville Castle, appeared at 
the side of the vessel. His approach was ihe signal 
tor renewed and angry tumults. The shouts of the 
officers, ‘Come on board; Come on board; were 
drowned by the cries of the mutineers, ‘ Keep off, or 
we'll sink you!” The scene was appalling, and to 
venture into the midst of the angry crew, seemed to 
be an act of daring almost amounting to rashness. 
Ordering his men to veer round by the sterr, in a 
few moments Captain Haldane was on the quarter 
deck. His first object was to restore to the officers 
composure and presence of mind. He 
refused to lead an immediate attack on the mutneers, 
bat very calinly reasoning with the wen, cutlass in 
band, telling them that the no business there, 
and asking what ther hoped to effect in the presence 
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of twenty sail of the line, the qu arter-de« k was soon 
cleared. But observing that there was still much con- 
fusion, and inquiring at the same_ time from the offi- 
cers where the chief danger lay, he was down rmme- 
diately at the very point of alarm. ‘Two ot the crew, 
intoxicated with spirits, and more hardy than the rest, 
were at the door of the powder magazine, threatening 
with horrid oaths, that whether it should prove heav- 
en or hell, they would blowup the ship. One of 
them was in the act of wrenching off the iron bars 
from the doors, whilst the other had a shovel full of 
live coals, ready to throwin! Captain ialdane, tn- 
stantly putting a istol to the breast of the man with 
the iron bar, told him that if he stirred, he wasa dead 
man. Calling at the same time for the irons of the 
ship, as if disobedience were ont of the question, he 
saw them placed, first on this man and then on the 
other. The rest of the ringleaders were then secur- 
ed, when the crew finding that they were overpow- 
ered, and m assurance that none shouk 
be removed that night, became quiet, and the captain 
returned to bis own ship.
